"For any one who knew Mrs. May- 


brick, as I did, before her incarcer- 
ation, she would not now be recog- 
nized. She is a complete mental and 
physical wreck. 


"This condition is not due to prison 


treatment, but is the direct result of 
confinement and mental 
worry. 
She 


has not been at Wormwood Scrubbs 
for many months, but is now in the 
smaller prison at Aylesbury, in Buck- 
inghamshire. 


"She has all the cunning of an in- 


sane person. This is shown by the fact 
that she has twice endeavored to com- 
mit suicide. 


"I am firmly of the belief that she 


•will not 
survive another 
year of 


prison life. She has now been in con- 
finement since July, 1SS9. Ordinarily 
Imprisonment for life means 20 years, 
there being but few Instances where 
prisoners have been confined on a life 
sentence after that period. 


"I also think that the efforts to Be- 


sure her release that have come from 
America and 
elsewhere, and which 


have been in the nature of coercing 
the home office, have operated against 
her. 


"Wilds was also 
removed 
from 


Scrubisf a short time ago. 
He is novc 


at 
Reading. 
His 
health 
is also 


wretched and be seems ag«d and brok- 
en. He has spent much time ia the 
hospital and. like Mrs, Maybrick. has 
been frequently tmnsferred and for the 
game reason. Wiiiie at Wormwood 
Scrubbs he was a model prisoner so 
far as complying with the regulations 
was concerned, hut his work was done 
in a perfunctory manner. 


"I do not. thinlv he would survive an- 


other yey of prison 
life, but for- 


tunately for him his sentence espires 
the last of March."

NEW LINE OF SHIPS. 


Direct Sorvirv to B»- Established Between 


Gotham nml Kio «1« Jaisoiru. 


Tho North American and Brazil Mail 


Steamship company has boon organized, 
with a capital of $5,000,000, and if the 
present plans arc carried ont a line of 
steamships will 
be running between 


New York and Brazilian ports in tho 
early months of tho coming year. 
At 


present there is no direct line of steam- 
shipsfrom this country toRiodo Janeiro. 
The carrying trade from that city is 
done by lines from Plymouth, England, 
and Lisbon. Tho Red Cross line from 
New York has monthly sailings to Para 
and ports on the Amazon river. 


The steamers will be chartered and 


used by the company until new steam- 
ships "are ready for delivery. 
It was 


said contracts for five new steamers bad 
been givon to tho Cramps of PhMatV.'l- 
phia. ' Tlie steamers will bo run on *ho 
Amazon riv^r to make connections at 
Parn.

Novr York's bu^iiifss stuiioii—thai 


fart of tho city that includes the Ui-\vc=>t 
of uodi-ru tireproof buildings — is iu 
great danger of being wiped ont by lire. 
Capitalists who furnish the money tliat 
pays for creeling these new buildings i 
do not seem to rvuHzu this fact, altliongh i 
the veteran chief of the fire department j 
reiterates ibis statement abont oiiea a j 
year. Read what he- says. 


"Tliat a big sc-ciioii of lower New 


York some day will be wiped ont by 
fire is probable if existing conditions 
eominno," Fire Chk-f Bouuer said to a 
Press reporter. 


These conditions are the height of the 


buildings, the material used in their 
construction, tho narrowness of the 
streets and the inadeqnaoy of the water 
supply. 


It is a favorite argument that if worst 


came to worst, buildings ahead of a ' 
burning area eonld be blown up, as tho j 
fanner turns a dead furrow to check the • 
prairie fire. This theory is not advanced , 
any more by intelligent men, says the 
chief. 


"We can fight a flro 125 feet high, or 


ten stories. Above that we are well 
nigh helpless- They say that the modern 
tall fireproof building needs not as ninch 
protection as the ordinary low structure. 
Bnt tho fireproof building is yet to be 
built. Tho communists couldn't destroy 
Paris in 1871 even by the use of barrels j 
of petroleum. la American buildings 
are all the. necessities of a big, hot fire, 
without the aid of a drop of petroleum. 
The large structures in foreign cities 
are built far more solidly than ours. 
Having fewer forests and less wood, 
European builders get along with little 
inside trim of wood. Iron and steel in 
these days have taken the place in this 
country of masonry. Nothing with- 
stands fire as well as a well constructed 
brick wall. Iron columns are covered 
with four inches of terra cottn or brick, 
which fire and water can tear off in a 
short time. Then the stripped iron is 
left to warp and twist and tumble. I 
believa tho covering should be eight 
inches. 


"With only one night watchman in a 


building, in danger, like all mortals, of 
sndden sickness or incapacity, and with 
DO night elevator, a fire could get a 
good headway in the upper floors of a 
20 or 80 story building. 
Bursting out 


of the windows and fanned by a strong ' 
wind, the flames could easily leap the 
narrow streets of lower New York and 
a lire of enonaotis extent und uitiiiage 
begin. 


"I have always opposed putting a big 


building in City Hall park, believing 
that the time, might como when that 
area, needful as a base of operations, 
would be the salvation of the city." 


Most of the new skyscrapers have fire 


fighting appliances of their own of more 
cr less value. Tanks on tho roof and in 
tbe cellar arc supplied and kept full by 
various systems, but these are as much 
for thu ordinary requirements of tenants 
as for jjossilile use in lire. Some of the 
structures have ft audpipes inside or out- 
side the- wall. Legally thero is uo way 
of compelling tho builders of what is 
eulli-d a "liivproof" building to put in 
more than tho most ordinary fire appli- 
ances, p.veij above the 125 foot line. 


Building a 20 story structure is much 


like building a dwelling house in one 
respect—there's always deviations from 
the plans and improvements upon them. 
For every alteration from tho drawings 
filed with the building department the 


must bo had. If the alterations are prop- 
er, consent is granted, but on condi- 
tion that approved fire appliances be put 
in tho building, particularly in the up- 
per stories. These include a stipulation 
that at least one elevator shall be ready 
to run at any time iu the night in or- 
der that the firemen can get Dp and 
down quickly; the putting of hose and 


a staiidpipe, with couplings for each 
floor. When the builders consent to add 
these equipments and others deemed 
necessary, including a competent night 
watch service, permission is granted to 
make the alteration?. This applies, of 
course, only to buildings under con- 
struction recently. 
Of those already up 


there is small hope unless the under- 
writers' offer of lower premiums appeal 
sufficiently to the pocketbook. 


To th*.> ejid that tho lire rnsistP!!CO of 


building materials shall be known posi- 
tively, lire tests have been made under 
the supervision of the superintendent of 
buildings. Three such public exhibitions 
already have been held, and they will 
bo continued at intervals through tho 
winter. When finished, Superintendent 
Constable, will make a report to tho 
board of osaminero. 


The cry for more water in the lower 


part of the city has been insistent for 
years. Many have been tho plans for 
reservoirs at tho Battery and on dtiior 
side half a mile or^i mile up stream. 
Kvery time an extra lino of pipe has 
been itiid with the object of furnishing 
the needed surplus it, has been tapped 
up town. The liru and building depart-

The cattle and meat trade of Great

during the first six months of 1896, the 
United States supplied 75 per cent of 
the cattle and 45 per cent of the sheep. 
The Glasgow market is especially com- 
mended to American shippers. 


The report shows a steadily increas- 


ing demand in England, for American 
horses.

A FOREIGNER.

To Captaiii Briiikley, • therefore, I 


went. As he is entering upon his thir- 
tieth year of residence iu Japan, in 
which country he begun as :i teacher of 
sn-ategy and mathematics in the Naval 
college, which he quit, after ten years 
of hard work, to become the editor of 
tho important semiofficial English paper 


g which he conducts with great ability 
and on original lines, and as he is iliti- 
I mately connected in many ways with 


the land of his adoption, ho, better than 
any one else, was qualified to give me 
the information I sought. 


"The increase iu Japano-e journal- 


ism," he said, "is marvelous, but I 
fear the improvement is rather iu quan- 
tity than in quality. When I first came 
here, ^0 years ago, there were not more 
ttmu 20 papers iu tho whole country 
and they of tho most wretched descrip- 
tion. Now we have 802 newspapers and 
magazines, with a total yearly circula- 
tion of 278,157,421 copies. Here in To- 
kyo alone we have 2H dailies, with an 
annual circulation of 184,804 729, and 
56 magazines, issuing 4, 8ii5. 999 copies 
yearly, Tho chief dailies arc the Nichi 
Nichi Shinibun — i. e.,*The Daily Newa 
— which ought to interest you special- 
ly," he added with a smile, and the Jiji 
Shiuipo, which is edited by Faknzawa, 
one of the finest ini.-n in J'-ipun today. 
Ho also keeps a large school, in which 
have tK'fu educated many of our lend 
ing statesmen. These two papers have a 
daily circulation of -30,000 each aud are 
very influential. 


"The history of modern Japanese 


journalism is as follows: An English- 
man of the name of Black first started 
journalism in Japan iu 18(>7, and his 
paper, printed in Japanese in Yokohama, 
was called The Japan Daily News. At 
that period, wheii feudalism was Ktill 
powerful, liuythiiig like our journalistic 
criticism was very shocking to tho Jap- 
auei-X', and. indeed, ir, was actually dan- 
gerous to indulge in it. His paper, there- 
fore, came us a revelation to the sub- 
missive natives. Bat when they became 
awakened by it to what a power a paper 
might aihdii, they suiw how unwise it 
would be to :il!ow !» foreigner to have 
such control of the vernacular press as 
Black possessed. Then a very singular 
thing happened. They had 110 power .to 
interfere, owing to the extraterritorial 
jurisdiction under which Englishmen 
existed in thosu days; so they wtnt, to 
our then minister, Sir Hurry Parkes, a 
most resolute upholder of British rights 
lit Jajiuii. 
Bur hs T,-as -H ju«t man. and 


ho saw how unfair a power of interfer- 
ing in tho domestic affairs of Japan 
Black possessed, and so he in turn em- 
ployed a curious power, which our min- 
isters can employ in time of emergency. 
and lie issued tin ordinance having the 
effect of luw, in which ho forbade any 
foreigner to publish a paperiujapane.se. 
There \v;;s a tremendous foreign outcry 
against this, and Black became a martyr 
for a brief time. 


"Then was published the first paper 


under Japanese control, which is uo\v 
the leading paper in Japan, the Nichi 
Niclii Sluinuun. It was extraordiiiary 
to nore the rapidity with which the 
Japanese took to newspaper reading. 
They were just emerging from their in- 
tellectual prison, in which the Tokugawa 
regents, or tycoons, had striven to stifle 
all enterprise, a tyranny during which 
for 800 years they had been forbidden to 
build ships or to road certain books, and 
in which much liberty of thought and 
action had been denied them. But after 
the restoration in 1867 carno the great 
reaction, and as soon as this paper had 
succeeded numbers of others appeared. 
At first they were colorless, being sim- 
ply a reflection of the old literary in- 
stincts of the country, which had been 
borrowed from China. They were ridic- 
ulously didactic and stilted. There was 
great «H« uf mijiapmu, uia^unatuu v,I «u- 
stract questions. They were classical 
aud utterly out of touch with the feel- 
ings of tho people. Then, in 1873, poli- 
tics suddenly came on the scene and gal- 
vanized the papers into life at once."'

"We took the foresail iu; bnt, thegale 


coming down harder immediately, the 
lower topsail began to give, and we 
rounded her off to shake the wiad one 
•while furling it 
As we kept away we 


started to douse the mainsail, and the 
first breath of the hurricane reached 
us. The mainsail was hoisted only five 
boons high when close reefed and was 
brand new at that The wind came with 
snob strength that the hoops conld not 
Hand the pressure. Every one burst un- 
der the drag, and about the same time 
the topsail went to pieces. 


"The after staysail had been secured 


and the foretopmast staysail was the 
only sail showing as the brig swung 
squaj-ely before tie hurricane and sped 
away. Before long tbe only canvas ex- 
posed was carried away and the craft 
scudded under bare poles. The full fnry 
of the hurricane now burst upon as, 
coining ia a blast that drove clouds of 
sea spray headlong along its track, 
while the noise of its roaring was deaf- 
ening. It leveled the giant seas in a mo- 
ment, act-ing as a mighty weight, 
against which the towering seas could 
oSer no resistance, and converted the 
whole expanse of ocean into a level 
plain, tbe top waters of which were 
blown like rain parallel with the sur- 
face. 


'At 9 o'clock tho craft capsized. We 


iad steered her as straight as we could, 
striving to expose the stern only to the 
wind, without a bit of sea to bother, 
and what caused her to go down on her 
broadside/ so quickly we cannot tell. She 
went over in an instant, having, per- 
japs, swerved a trifle, and lay with half 
jer body tinder water, broadside to the 
sea. While scudding we offered less re-' 
sistance to the w?nd than now, when 
;he wind poured over the weather rail, 
yelling; to seize upon the partial deck- 
pad of .lumber and tear it apart iu % 
winkling. The stout boards -went into 
he air, were rait to pieces, cracking 
and snapping, and were carried out of 
ight in a breath. Stout shutters, clos- 
ng against the cabin windows, were 
supposed to be strong enough to with- 
^ sbsest any pressure, but she went 


over with such force ihat these, with 
the trixiacTFS back of them, were crushed 
violently inward fay the impact with the 
flood, and a torrent of water gushed into 
the cabin, threatening to drain down 
into the hold and quickly send the ves- 
sel and crew to the bottom. The masts 
—such parts as conld be discerned—lay 
.flat .along the sea, with yards forking 
straight aloft The water on a ievel 
reached half way of tha 
deckhouse 


roofs. On tbe forward bouse a boat was 
stowed, bound down solidly by stout 
ropes connecting with ringbolts inserted 
in massive overlaying timbers bolted to 
the housetop. With such fury did the 
wind sweep that it tore boats, ropes, ring- 
bolts and timbers away iogether and 
hurled them out of sight to leeward. I 
have heard that men have been in gales 
that have torn away their sou'wester?, 
leBvi™** the lining's «lo«e behind 
1 be- 


lieve such stories now, for r:;: OTT:: 
sou'wester was ripped clear, tbat part 
of the lining confined by the chin strap 
alone remaining. 
The craft lay pros- 


trate until noon. Then the masts broke 
off and the bowsprits went, snapping at 
the knigbtbeads. 


"Believed of her spars and helped by 


the dead weight in her hold, the Bal- 
com rolled back upon her bottom, but 
we were unable to <5o a thing until tbe 
first fury of the hurricane had passed. 
All of a sudden—within two minutes— 
the wind changed from south-southeast 
to northwest and .subsided somuwhat, 
but still blew a living gale. Then a tre- 
mendous sea arose and a new danger 
threatened—the crushing of the bends 
by the pounding spars alongside. We 
got to work clearing away the wreckage 
as qnickly as possible, got the broken 
spars adrift and clear of the hull, then 
turned our attention to the pumps. She 
had 6>.< feet of water in her hold. We, 
had two good pumps, and, with three- 
men nt each, we exerted ourselves to 
get the better of the leak.

hours of steady work wo got the water 
in the hold down to t J^ fcrt, auct, find- 
ing that 01:0 pumpcr.uld takonaroof nil 
that witcr.'f], quit work at one pump to 
give the infill a chauco to rest. The craft

And all hands jnmped to shorten sail 
ud try to rescue the drowning men. 
Jnt it was blowing hard, the craft was 
oing fast, and by the time tbe brig was 
ove to nndar small canvas we were nt 
east six miles from the scene of the col- 
sion. Learning from the survivors that 
ue raft was a part of the Smith's deck, 
o which had been added a part of her 
cargo of lumber, feeling that all search 
in such weather would be useless, the 
Cameo was put off again on her course. 


"The survivors, two colored geamen, 


stated that while tho Smith was scud- 
ding the day before a monster sea pooped 
the craft, tearing away a portion of her 
stern, which, with boat" and davits, 
crashed inboard and fell upon the cap- 
tain, killing him and smashing the 
wheel. The craft went to pieces not 
long afterward, and the white mate and 
four colored seamen gained the fragment 
of deck which the Cameo ran down with 
such disastrous results." — Providence 
Journal. 


TWO MARINE NOVELTIES. 


Four Wheeled Ferryboats and a Bouhle 


Pontoou. 


The New Haven Marine Engineers' 


association has been notified of the 
building, of three new steam vessels of 
a type that, it is said, never before ex- 
isted. These marine novelties are ex- 
pected to attract widespread attention 
when they make thoir appearance in a 
few wgeks. Two of them are the ferry- 
boats Pittsburg and St. Louis, which 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company is 
to put on tbe route between Jersey City 
and Twenty-third street, New York 
city. They will have two smokestacks, 
something hitherto unknown in ferry- 
boat construction in metropolitan wa- 
ters, and twin screws on each end, 
something not to be found in any purt 
of the country. The boats are under 
construction at Philadelphia. Their full 
dimensions have not been given out, 
but it is known they will bo 206 feet 
long and will have two engines of 1,500 
horsepower, each turning the propeller 
wheels on a continuous sha^t. The four 
wheels will each be 8 feet 3 inches in 
(iiaiaeter. 


The third craft, concerning which the 


engineers here have been informed, is 
described ns a double pontoon. This is 
building at Elizabethport. N. J., and 
is to be used to carry refuse from New 
York out to sea. It consists of two 
hulls, with independent engines and 
propellers for each. These hulls are 
fastened together abreast, a short dis- 
tance apart, and they carry partly bo- 
tween and partly above them a tank 
that will hold GOO tons of refuse. In
